Shipton Gorge resident 
Peter Bowditch, 64, has 
given a combined total of 
more than 100 years to vol¬ 
untary work having begun 
fundraising for clubs in 
1966. 

Mr Bowditch was 


crowned Individual Cham¬ 
pion at the West Dorset 
District Council’s Commu¬ 
nity Champion awards held 
at the Dorchester Corn Ex¬ 
change last Wednesday. 

He had been secretly 
nominated for the award by 
his wife Sue Bowditch and 
close friend Cliff Castles.

15 years, and is the Brid¬ 
port area fundraiser for the 
Dorchester and area oppor¬ 
tunity group. 

Before this however Peter 
had given 26 years to the 
Bridport Pantomime Play¬ 
ers, 22 years to the Bridport 
Operatic Society and 12 
years to the Bridport Sea 
Cadets as well as many 
others. 

After winning the award 
Peter said: “I felt so 
shocked, I couldn’t believe 
it. There were so many 
other people there and they 
all seemed to do so much. I 
was really surprised. 

“I guessed it was Cliff be¬ 
hind it because he has been 
involved in a lot of the 
groups I have. I thought 
there was something funny 
going on but I couldn’t put 
my finger on it. 

“I’m really thrilled about 
it, it took a while to sink in 
but I just couldn’t believe it 
was me they were talking 
about. It wasn’t until they 
were saying what this per¬ 
son had done that I realised 
all I had done because you 
forget a lot of it.” 

Peter’s wife Sue had 
spent months compiling a 
list of all of Peter’s 
achievements, all the while 
keeping the nomination a 
secret from him. 

“He has done so much 
and for so many years for 
different charities. I spoke 
to Cliff about it and we 
both agreed it would be re¬ 
ally nice if he was nomi¬ 
nated for this award,” she 
said. 

“I was absolutely gobs¬ 


macked when he won be¬ 
cause there was a lot of 
people who did a lot of dif¬ 
ferent things. 

“It was very nice that he 
won it, he does deserve it. 
He’s done a lot of hours 
and put in years of work.” 

Peter’s friend Cliff has 
done voluntary work along¬ 
side Peter for 35 years after 
they began working to¬ 
gether at Bridport Sea 
Cadets. 

Peter now visits Cliff 
everyday and regularly 
cares for him when he is 
unwell. Cliff said: “I was 
thrilled to bits and so was 
his wife because he really 
deserved it and I’m chuffed 
for him. 

“He had to give up work 
because of his health but he 
has still kept his charity 
work up and that’s been to 
his detriment sometimes. 

“I know exactly what he 
does and the effort he puts 
in beyond the call of duty. I 
don’t know how many cars 
he has ruined by carrying 
things back and forth from 
jumble sales. 

“He has raised thousands 
of pounds over the years. 
For the sea cadets alone he 
helped raised £27,000. 

“He visits me everyday 
socially but he does look 
after me as well. He does it 
out of the kindness of his 
heart.” 

Peter was presented his 
award by West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council Chairman 
Ronald Coatsworth, who 
once taught Peter. He said: 
“This award is to recognise

Crime update 


■ VANDALS who stole choir robes and trashed a 
nativity scene at a Bridport church have still not 
been identified. 

The young offenders were pictured in last week's 
View From Bridport following the break in on New 
Year's Day. 

The group of young men and women were filmed 
entering St Mary's Church in South Street where 
they then damaged a nativity scene and stole three 
choir robes worth £600. 

The incident happened between 3pm and 
3.25pm on Friday, December 31 st. 

■ POLICE in Bridport made ten arrests over the last 
seven days. 

Two arrests were made for theft as well as for 
criminal damage, shoplifting and assault. Police 
also made arrests for drink driving and burglary. 

■ THIEVES have stolen motorbikes, a steam cleaner 
and a log splitter in a series of break-ins to sheds 
and barns over the past week. 

On Saturday, February 5th three sheds were bro¬ 
ken into at the allotments to the rear of St Mary's 
Church. 

On Sunday, February 6th it was reported that an 
outbuilding and workshop on a farm near Beamin- 
ster had been broken into and two off road motor¬ 
cycles, one green and one orange, were stolen. A 
steam cleaner was also taken. 

There was a further break in to a barn on a farm 
in Burton Bradstock resulting in the theft of a log 
splitter on Friday, February 11th. 

■ FRESHWATER Caravan Park was targeted by crim¬ 
inals last week. 

On Wednesday, February 7th it was reported that 
seven caravans on the site had been broken into. 

■ TWO incidents of criminal damage were re¬ 
ported to Bridport Police on Friday of last week. The 
front door to A J Wakeley & Son's in East Street, Brid¬ 
port was smashed and a window of the public toi¬ 
lets in Bucky-doo Square was also smashed. 

With help from the town's CCTV the 17-year-old 
male offender, who smashed the toilet window, 
was caught and arrested a few minutes later, he is 
currently on bail pending further enquiries. 

Police are still looking for the vandal who targeted 
AJ Wakeley & Son's building. 

■ DORSET Police Traffic officers targeted irrespon¬ 
sible drivers in the Bridport area last week. 

On Tuesday, February 8th police reported 13 
speeding motorists, 17 vehicle users for not wear¬ 
ing seat belts, nine drivers using mobile phones 
and a number of other offences relating to vehicle 
use and an HGV tachometer offence.

HIGH rental rates in Bridport town centre are causing 
businesses to collapse - and a sixth outlet closed its 
doors this month. 

Nationally the number of empty shops on Britain’s 
high streets are at an all time high with a record one in 
seven town centre outlets lying empty. 

A recent report from the Local Data Company indi¬ 
cated that a further 10,000 will close their doors this 
year. 

Double Drive Computers were the latest victim on 
Bridport’s high street following in the footsteps of F.G. 
Pitcher and Sons Fishmongers, wine store “Hop in the 
Grapevine” and cafe/restaurant’s Chez Cuddy, Taste 
Bridport and Generations. 

Rick Pitcher, former owner of F.G. Pitcher and Sons 
Fishmongers cited the harsh climate as being responsi¬ 
ble for his closure back in October. Alan Davies of Hop 
in the Grapevine put the closure of his shop down 
largely to the arrival of major supermarket chains. 

Bridport Chamber of Trade and town councillors be¬ 
lieve that increased rental rates are the reason for the 
recent closures. 

Despite the trend President of the Bridport Chamber 
of Trade Mike Harvey, believes the empty shops could 
now force a reduction in rents throughout the town. 

“It is the inevitable result of rents being forced up in 
the last few years by the property boom. At the moment 
all of our members who are tenants are probably paying 
too much and that eats in to the profitability of a busi¬ 
ness,” he said. 

“I know times are harder and that does play some part 
but Bridport is still an active and reasonably well off 
area, it comes down to the rates and rents being too 
high. 

“Running any business anywhere is difficult at the 
moment but the thing that will really help Bridport is if 
rents are substantially reduced. 

“I think that is possible as well because as soon as you 
start getting empty shops, tenants can start negotiating 
lower rents because there are other properties avail¬ 
able.” 

Bridport Town Councillor Karl Wallace added: “The 
big problem here is the rents on these buildings. When 
you start a new business the rental cost is one of the 
biggest threats to killing you off. 

“They are charging these ridiculous rents and the busi¬ 
nesses already have the council tax and other bills to 
pay. It just seems everything is against the small busi¬ 
nessman. 

“At this moment in time it must be very hard for any 


small business to survive.” 

Nationally 25 shops a day closed in the last six 
months and the total number of shops operating in 
Britain has now slumped below 300,000, at its peak, 
before the First World War, 1.1 million shops were 
open. The Local Data Company survey also found that 
14.5 per cent of shops nationwide are currently empty 
- up from 13 per cent in the middle of last year.

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Schoolchildren benefit from 
Olympic values curriculum 


A SCHOOL partnership to inspire 
learning through a creative curricu¬ 
lum linked to the Olympic and Para¬ 
lympic Games was launched at the 
Weymouth and Portland National 
Sailing Academy (WPNSA) last 
week. 

The innovative approach to learn¬ 
ing was the initiative of three of 
Dorset’s School Sport Partnerships - 
West Dorset , North Dorset and 
Christchurch & Purbeck. Teaching 
staff from 80 schools across those 
area attended the day, which in¬ 
volved workshops as well as talks. 

The day’s agenda involved speak¬ 
ers touching on ways to enrich the 
curriculum through Olympic values. 
Teachers provided positive case stud¬ 
ies of using these values within their 
own schools. A highlight of the pre¬ 
sentations was former athlete Darren 
Campbell MBE, 2004 Olympic indi¬ 
vidual silver medal and team gold 
medal winner, who was heartfelt in 
his appreciation of all that School 
Sport Partnerships have achieved in 
their work with young people in 
schools. He was joined by another 
Olympian, Todd Bennett, who won 
silver in the men’s 4x400m relay in 
Los Angeles in 1984. 

Darren and Todd are currently aim¬ 
ing to visit 2010 schools before the 
Olympics to promote their fundrais¬ 
ing campaign for young sports peo¬ 
ple who need support to pursue their 
talents. They brought with them the 
huge Union Flag which had been 


signed at all the schools they had vis¬ 
ited so far, and their intention was to 
take the flag to the Olympic village 
next year and present it to Team GB. 

The workshops ranged from using 
such activities as ballroom dancing, 
ably illustrated by a group of chil¬ 
dren who learned their skills while at 
Darners First School, tri-golf, pocket 
fit exercises, and skip 2b fit, to enrich 
other curriculum areas as well as 
maximising children’s participation 
in physical activity. 

Thanks to the support of School 
Sport Partnerships, children from the 
partnership schools receive a more 
creative approach to physical educa¬ 
tion, with a variety of theoretical and 
practical techniques. Using physical 


education with the link to 2012 as a 
common strand, their learning can be 
extended to a wide variety of other 
subjects in the school curriculum. 

Dale Rhodes, Partnership Develop¬ 
ment Manager of the West Dorset 
School Partnership Development, 
said: “We have all found our first ac¬ 
tivity day of 2011 at the WPNSA in¬ 
credibly beneficial. It is always 
exciting to spend time working with 
such inspiring and motivated educa¬ 
tors. They demonstrate how to bring 
the wonder of 2012 into the class¬ 
room. Thousands of Dorset children 
will benefit from these creative 
learning activities which are embod¬ 
ied by our School Sport Partner¬ 
ships.”

Community justice panel

The association is working with 
Bridport Town Council, local po¬ 
lice, the district council, Raglan 
Housing and Mediation Dorset on 
the restorative justice scheme, 
which sees offenders making 
amends to their victims. 

The panels, which have already 
heard a number of cases, are ini¬ 
tially dealing with anti-social be¬ 
haviour and low level crime.

Naughton said: “The panels aim to 
increase victim satisfaction and re¬ 
duce re-offending. Panel facilita¬ 
tors are members of the local 
community, so there are clear op¬ 
portunities to help resolve prob¬ 
lems that affect the quality of life 
for West Dorset people.” 

Volunteers have been trained in 
mediation and conferencing skills 
as part of the pilot project. 

Magna community representa¬ 
tive Cilia Burdess said the funding 
had been agreed because the 
scheme was beneficial to Magna 
residents. 


“We felt this was an important 
project, involving people at grass¬ 
roots level. Anything that helps 
stamp out anti-social behaviour has 
to be a good thing.” 

Bridport Town Council leader 
Dave Rickard said: “Local housing 
associations have been very sup¬ 
portive about bringing restorative 
justice to our community 
and recognising the value of reduc¬ 
ing anti-social behaviour and fear 
of crime. 

“I am particularly pleased that 
Magna Housing Association’s 
Community Initiative Fund is able 
to help us roll out the pilot pro¬ 
gramme with their generous dona¬ 
tion.” 


Residents can have their say on 
whether water travel is viable 


PASSENGER transport along the 
Jurassic Coast could soon take to the 
high seas with a boat ferrying pas¬ 
sengers between West Bay and Sid- 
mouth. 

The possibility of waterborne 
transport is being investigated by the 
Jurassic Coast team as part of the 
draft Bournemouth, Poole and 
Dorset Local Transport Plan 3, which 
is currently out for consultation. 

The Jurassic Coast World Heritage 
and Dorset Area of Outstanding Nat¬ 
ural Beauty teams are inviting people 
to share their views on the possibility 
of developing waterborne passenger 
transport as an alternative, sustain¬ 
able travel option. 

The future could see a network of 
small-scale, privately operated pas¬ 
senger boat services along the UK’s 
first natural World Heritage Site and 
beyond. 

An initial report in 2009 showed 


that waterborne transport could pro¬ 
vide a realistic and popular alterna¬ 
tive for both everyday and leisure 
journeys. A small survey found that 
84 per cent of those asked would be 
interested in travelling by boat. 

A further investigation was then 
carried out last summer into the po¬ 
tential demand for marine transport 
across the following three pilot 
routes: 

• East Devon (Sidmouth, Seaton, 
Lyme Regis and West Bay) 

• Poole Bay (Swanage, Studland, 
Poole and Bournemouth) 

• and Weymouth and Portland 

A wider survey was also carried 
out, which reinforced the message 
that both locals and visitors would 
welcome travelling by sea as an al¬ 
ternative to other forms of transport, 
including the car. The teams warned 
that increasing traffic congestion is 
putting pressure on coastal towns 


and landscape. 

These negative impacts are being 
magnified by climate change and ris¬ 
ing sea levels which could see some 
car parks and even roads lost to the 
sea in the future. 

A network of passenger boat serv¬ 
ices, integrated with existing trans¬ 
port connections, could provide a 
sustainable travel option for visitors, 
local people and commuters along 
the Jurassic Coast and extending into 
Poole Bay and Torbay.

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Protestors hit the streets to gather

S EVERAL hundred 
people turned out 
in Dorchester on 
Saturday to make their 
feelings felt at the axing 
of 500 council jobs in 
Dorset. 

The march around the 


town centre was organ¬ 
ised by the Dorchester, 
Weymouth, and Portland 
branch of the Trade 
Union Congress (TUC), 
and included public sec¬ 
tor workers, community 
groups as well as Dorset 


residents protesting 
against the axing of lol¬ 
lipop ladies and the clo¬ 
sure of libraries and day 
centres. 

There were also stu¬ 
dents upset at the deci¬ 
sion to increase 
university fees and the 
scrapping of the EMA 
study support grant. 

Following the march 
the rally assembled at the 
town pump in South 
Street where they listened 
to a number of speakers. 
The event ended with a 
speech and song from 
local singer songwriter 
and political activist Billy 
Bragg. 

The demonstration to 
“Save Our Services” 
comes just days before a 
Dorset County Council 
meeting to be held today 
(Thursday) when coun¬ 
cillors will be deciding 
which services will be 
axed. 

Unions claim that the 
Government’s measures 
are too drastic and will 
result in the loss of vital 
services. 

Paul Kimber who is 
secretary of Unite for 
Dorset County Council 
and represents all unite 


workers in Dorset said: 
“We want to get the mes¬ 
sage over to the county 
council and to the gov¬ 
ernment that we are very 
concerned by the pro¬ 
posed cuts of £54.5mil- 
lion over the next three 
years at county council 


level. 

“The turnout today has 
been brilliant and we 
have public sector work¬ 
ers from the Land Reg¬ 
istry, the Portland 
Coastguards and the Air 
Sea Rescue. 

“When we started this 


campaign, if it had been 
just about job cuts then 
this would have fizzled 
out long ago; it’s really 
about saving services 
such as the day centre 
and the libraries. For ex¬ 
ample Portland is des¬ 
tined to have two 
closures at Tophill and 
Underhill, together with 
Wyke Regis and Little- 


moor, leaving just the 
main library in Wey¬ 
mouth. This means that 
someone in Tophill for 
instance would have to 
travel six or seven miles 
on a bus to get a book. 

“Just as we are building 
up for the Olympics we 
are seeing these facilities 
taken away.” 

Billy Bragg told View 


From: “I hope people 
understand that one in 
three people in employ¬ 
ment in Dorset work in 
the public sector and the 
knock-on effect these 
cuts could have on our 
economy could be devas¬ 
tating to small busi¬ 
nesses. 

“We’re not just talking 
about rolling back the

state which the Tories 
like to brag about, we’re 
actually talking about un¬ 
dermining the economy 
of Dorset. We’ve got 30 
per cent of people in the 
public sector, 30 per cent 
in agriculture, we rely 
heavily in the summer on 


people visiting the 
scenery and beaches, and 
I don’t think we can af¬ 
ford to do that. 

“You can already see in 
some of the towns the 
number of charity shops 
and holes in the road in 
the high street; we des¬ 


perately need money to 
be put into the economy, 
and not taken out. The 
best way to do that is to 
put money in people’s 
pockets, not into bankers 
a or billionaire’s pockets 
so they can buy another 
yacht, but into ordinary 


people, like those on the 
march, to spend in the 
local shops to keep the 
local economy going, 
and that’s the place for it 
to go.” 

Keith Hatch who is a 
member of Unite and 
works with the South 
West TUC Green Work¬ 
places team, was pleased 
with the number of peo¬ 
ple who marched in sup¬ 
port. 

“It’s a good turnout and 
a good mix of people; 
students, trade unionists, 
members of the public, 
schoolchildren worried 
about cuts to the lollipop 
staff, people in county 
council jobs and others 
representing the manu¬ 
facturing and retail in¬ 
dustries who are worried 
about the knock on ef¬ 
fect. 

“The main reason for 
the march is to draw at¬ 
tention to the effect of 
losing public services 
and also public sector 
workers which has a 
knock on effect into the 
private sector because 
people aren’t spending 
money and there will be 
job losses in retail. These 
cuts aren’t really totally 


necessary, I personally 
think they are idealisti¬ 
cally led, and don’t need 
to happen in the way that 
they are.” 

Helen Toft, the parent 
who started the campaign 
across Dorset to save the 
lollipop people back in 
January was in support 
with other parents and 
children to make their 
point. 

“We are just a small 
part, but even so the peo¬ 
ple who are here are for 
all the right reasons. 
They’re not doing it just 
for their particular inter¬ 
est; ask anyone, they 
think all the cuts are 
wrong,” she said. 

“I’m not the type of 
person that would go on 
a march, but times are 
that it’s the only thing 
anyone’s going to take 
notice of. I’m very in¬ 
censed by it and I hope 
that at the meeting on 
Thursday they will look 
at the march and the cov¬ 
erage and think maybe all 
these cuts are not as nec¬ 
essary as we thought. I 
will be speaking at the 
meeting and if they ask 
me where I think cuts 
should be made I will 


suggest looking at car al¬ 
lowance for the council¬ 
lors and turning the 
heating down in council 
offices. 

“Look after the pennies 
and maybe we can keep 
some of the things in 


place because there is a 
lot of wastage inside 
council that they should 
sort out in-house before 
cutting services.” 

With regards to the lol¬ 
lipop campaign Mrs Toft 
said she had received a 


lot of interest from other 
parts of the country who 
are facing the same prob¬ 
lems, and asking if they 
can get a national cam¬ 
paign and get it into par¬ 
liament to make it a 
statutory service.

Some of the many pointers Pete suggested were: 

• A portrait photographer has to be interested in peo¬ 
ple. Pete is fascinated by what makes people ‘tick’ 
and always attempts to capture the sense of the sit¬ 
ters’ character. 

• Hone your people skills and distract the subject to 
avoid the ‘posed’ shot. 

• Watch for the ‘mood’ - Pete approaches each com¬ 
mission with an open mind and allows the subject of 
his study to influence the pose and essence of the shot. 

• Avoid the overall too brightly lit, outdoor portrait 
by blocking the overhead light and enable the side¬ 
lights to ‘model’ the features. 

• Try to make distracting elements in the background, 
such as bright colours, which can easily overpower 
the subject, work within an image, for example, light 
through a blank window can help to emphasise the 
shape of a person’s arresting profile.

DOZENS of interested residents 
turned out last week to hear about 
government proposals for a new 
energy bill. 

At a public meeting held last Fri¬ 
day in Bridport, over 70 people 
met to ask questions and to listen 
to the three speakers, including 
West Dorset MP Oliver Letwin. 

The other speakers were Liz 
Hutchins, Parliamentary Cam¬ 


paigner from Friends of the Earth 
National, and Yogesh Vadgama, 
Head of Technical Services at the 
Magna Housing Association. 

Liz Hutchins said: “This was a 
fantastic meeting and explored 
some of the most important issues 
facing the planet. It was clear that 


the Government Energy Bill must 
be substantially strengthened if it 
is to meet the challenges” 

The event was sponsored by 
Friends of the Earth West Dorset 
and Stop Climate Chaos Coalition 
the theme being “The Greenest 
Government Ever?”. 


The bill, initially referred to in 
the Queen’s Speech in May as The 
Energy Security and Green En¬ 
ergy Bill, is designed to change 
provision of energy efficiency 
measures to homes and businesses 
as a step towards lower carbon 
emissions. Landlords and house 
owners will be offered incentives 
to make improvements to proper¬ 
ties, which will be charged on en¬ 
ergy bills to avoid upfront costs.

View from Westminster

SOMETHING A LITTLE RISQUE! 


A MIDST all the very serious - and inevitably 
very controversial - things that the Govern¬ 
ment is doing, the Westminster village has 
been amusing itself with two rather spectacular side 
shows. 

One - to which it is perhaps best to allude only 
gently - is the rather exciting poses struck by the 
Speaker’s wife. I will leave it to the imagination of 
the readers of this column how this particular frag¬ 
ment of our national life has been received in the 
tea rooms and bars and libraries and lobbies of the 
Palace of Westminster. 

But, at the opposite end of the building from 
Speaker’s House, lies the House of Lords. And 
here, too, events of a quite unusual nature have been 
occurring in recent weeks. 

Over the course of the last 15 years, I have at var¬ 
ious times trooped along to the Chamber of the 
House of Lords to stand at the bar and listen to their 
lordships’ discourse. (I think I have some sort of 
right to advance further into the Chamber and sit on 
the steps of the throne - but I have never been sure 
if I am really entitled to do this, and I have never 
had the courage to try it, so I have stood for some¬ 
times prolonged periods, moving from foot to foot 
and grabbing the bar while listening to the ebb and 
flow of the debate.) 

On all previous occasions, I have been struck by 
the extraordinary courtesy and rationality of the 
proceedings - not always quantities in plentiful sup¬ 
ply down the corridor in the House of Commons. 

One of the marks of the difference is that, instead 
of the Speaker seeking to maintain control by nom¬ 


inating particular people to take part in a debate at 
any given time, their lordships exercise such splen¬ 
did self discipline that they require no guidance 
from the Speaker and give way to one another if 
more than one of them is moved to speak at the 
same moment. 

Another marked difference lies in the fact that one 
quite often hears in the House of Lords a speech by 
somebody who can genuinely be described as an 
expert on a particular subject. Sometimes, indeed, 
an entire debate will proceed from expert to expert 
in a rather dizzying display of profundity - some¬ 
thing that is pretty much out of fashion in the Com¬ 
mons. 

But, when I have gone to the bar to listen to de¬ 
bates in the House of Lords in the last few weeks, 
it has not been for any of these reasons. On the con¬ 
trary, it has been to witness an almost indefinitely 
long series of entirely pointless speeches by people 
whose purpose was solely to prolong debate. This 
technique of “filibuster”, now prevented in the 
Commons by a strict timetable, is a new departure 
for their lordships - and one which appears to have 
been introduced in a burst of nostalgia by a ring of 
former MPs who now find themselves translated to 
higher things. 

I did not actually spot any of the speakers draped 
only in sheets - but there was definitely something 
at least as risque about these filibustering peers as 
there was about the chatelaine of Speaker’s House.

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The Alabama 3 bring their 
dance-blues fusion to town 


ALABAMA 3 are not from Alabama, in fact, there's more than three of them 
as well. But the Brixton based outfit have been referred to as "the best live 
band in Britain" (The Guardian), and the voices and writers behind The So¬ 
pranos' theme song 'Woke Up This Morning,'are booked to play Bridport's 
Electric Palace on Saturday, March 26th! 

The band's Acoustic and Unplugged tour sees a four-piece outfit consist¬ 
ing of Larry Love (vocals), Aurora Dawn (vocals), Rock Freebase (guitar) and 
Harpo Strangelove (harmonica) on the road. 

With this line up they bring a whole new dimension to the songs made fa¬ 
mous by Alabama 3.This isn't acid house music, this is country/gospel/delta 
blues, but played with a rhythm you've still got to dance to. 

With the addition of Aurora Dawn to the line-up there's an added injection 
of soul or, as it says on the cover of the band's latest album Revolver Soul, 
this is soul music with a gun against your head. 

By performing in this stripped down acoustic way the band's aim was to 
show the songs in a format reminiscent of the people that have been their 
inspiration, chiefly the old Delta Blues players like Fred MacDowell and 
Bukka White. This will be one night at the Electric Palace not to be missed. 

The band was the oddest musical outfit to originate from late 90s London. 
They were also the most original.The group's origins are shrouded in urban 
myth - the band like to claim that the three core members met in rehab, 
while their Southern accents have many believing they are from the US state 
of Alabama, although it appears vocalists Rob Spragg and Jake Black met 
at a London rave when Spragg heard Black singing HankWilliams"Lost High¬ 
way.' 

Bonding, they set out about creating an agenda of Americana, electronica, 
leftist politics, and laughter. Joined by DJ Piers Marsh, the trio issued two 
12" dance singles that combined their interest in gospel and country music, 
yet these went over the heads of the London dance scene. 

In Italy, where Spragg and Black began singing Howlin'Wolf songs over 
Marsh mixes, the idea of the band began to take shape and back in Brixton, 
South London, they recruited a crew of musicians to shape their vision. This, 
combined with brilliantly theatrical live shows, meant the band attracted a 
huge South London following long before they had a record deal 

Signed to One Little Indian, their 1997 debut, Exile on Coldharbour Lane, 
was a groundbreaking work that effortlessly fused gospel, country, blues, 
and house music. Dubbed "chemical country," Alabama 3 broke down the 
barriers between line dancers and ravers. 

The band's penchant for absurdity was displayed in Spragg and Black's in¬ 
sistence on singing, rapping, and preaching in deep Southern accents 
alongside samples of cult leader Jim Jones preaching Maoist philosophy 
and the renaming of all members - Spragg became Larry Love; Black be¬ 
came The Very Reverend D. Wayne Love. 

Yet the songs were strong and imaginative and their observations on con¬ 
temporary UK culture were spot-on: country and blues were used to look 
at the excesses of dance culture - all with a pumping 808 beat behind them. 

The band was picked up on by UK roots DJs Charlie Gillet and Andy Ker¬ 
shaw, but the UK music press, in the height of its infatuation with Britpop, 
ignored the group or derided them as a novelty. 

Fortunately, U.S. audiences displayed a greater degree of irony and cult TV 
series The Sopranos employed the band's 'Woke Up This Morning' as its 
theme music.

An evening of jazz at the Palace 



TO MARK his first tour since 2008, ac¬ 
claimed drummer Dylan Howe takes his 
modern jazz four-piece on the road 
throughout the UK in February and March 
2011 - playing original ensemble pieces 
with special arrangements of Blue Note 
classics, David Bowie's Berlin period, John 
Coltrane and beyond 

Highly rated and versatile drummer 
Howe leads a Blue Note-styled quartet, 
often compared to Roy Haynes'and Elvin 
Jones'groups, playing his original compo¬ 
sitions coupled with special arrange¬ 
ments and adaptations of choice 
compositions from different genres. 

The band features the best young play¬ 
ers from the London jazz scene and has 
often featured as a critic's choice and CD 
of the week in the broadsheets with hun¬ 
dreds of live performances including: 
Ronnie Scott's, Pizza Express on Dean 
Street, Jazz Cafe, 606 Club, South bank 
Centre, London Jazz Festival and The Sage 
in Gateshead among many others. 

With a new studio album due to be re¬ 
leased this summer and a 25-date tour 
preceding it, Howe has returned to the 
Coltrane influenced quartet sound that 
first got him into jazz. Reunited with his 


favourite pure jazz players in Brandon 
Allen (tenor sax), Ross Stanley 
(piano/Hammond organ/synths) and Tim 
Thornton (double bass). 

This group marks Howe's progression 
from his popular quintet of 2005-7, his 
Larry Young inspired Unity 4 group (fea¬ 
turing Mike Outram, Tony Kofi and Stan¬ 
ley on Hammond), his re-imagining of 
David Bowie's Low and Heroes albums 
with The Subterraneans and his recent 
piano/drum duo (with Will Butterworth) 


playing adaptations of Stravinsky. This 
new and organic improvising ensemble, 
all at the top of their game, clearly enjoy¬ 
ing playing together, having really found 
their metier with each other. 

The choice of music on this tour is an 
amalgam of Howe's recent projects, en¬ 
compassing Bowie's Berlin trilogy albums, 
Larry Young, Stravinsky and John Coltrane 
with clear influence drum-wise from Elvin 
Jones, Roy Haynes, Bill Stewart and Ed 
Blackwell.

Um¬ 
pires will be able to stand in as many or 
as few games as they choose. Most of 
the club's away games are in the north 
or east of the county, but transport can 
be arranged if necessary.

"Dropping a league is not ideal, but 
perhaps some of those who didn't play 
regularly because they were not enjoy¬ 
ing their cricket because of the situa¬ 
tion of losing more than winning, may 
feel encouraged to commit more regu¬ 
larly. Winning is a habit and enjoyable 
and we were not winning too many last 
year. 

"We would also love to bring fresh 
new blood to the teams through young 
players and that's why we are holding 
the coaching sessions. 

"Our object is mid-table consolidation 
this season for both the first and sec¬ 
ond teams.".

THE Bob Buckler stables were excited by 
Mizzurka’s win at Hereford on Monday 
when she sauntered home in the European 
Breeders’ Fund Mares’ ‘National Hunt’ 
Novices’ Hurdle over 2 1/2 miles. 

In only her fourth race over hurdles the 
; 5/6 favourite cantered up by 4 1/2 lengths 
from the Paul Nicholls trained Violin Davis. 

Ridden by champion jockey A P McCoy 
she was in command from start to finish and 
will now be aimed at the David Nicholson 
Mares’ Hurdle Race on the first day of the 
Cheltenham Festival in March over the 
same distance. 

“She has loads of talent and won the race 
with plenty in hand,” said Buckler. “She did 
wander around a bit at the end because she 
; was well clear, but in a more competitive 
race that won’t happen; she won’t have so 
much time.” 

The race was also a tactical success for 
McCoy who kept the seven-year-old tight 
on the inside rail, whilst all the others fol¬ 
lowed the racing line towards the outside. 

“He was very clever and saved a lot of 
distance. After jumping a hurdle he went 
further infield to find the better ground then 
had to pull out again to jump the next, but 
it was a much shorter route and far better 
ground for the horse.” 

It was a better week all round for the sta¬ 
ble as Mister Matt put in an impressive per¬ 
formance when finishing third behind 
Midnight Appeal in the Clacton Comrades 
Carling Handicap Chase at Huntingdon on 
Thursday. In only his second run over 
fences he only finished 5% lengths down on 
the winner. 

“It was a super run off almost top weight, 
especially as his training has been inter¬ 
rupted with puss in his foot, which is not the 
best preparation, and the ground was bit too 
soft for him. Despite that he will come on 
’ for the run.” 

- After finishing fourth in the Lindley 
Group Handicap Chase at Hereford on Sun¬ 
day, jockey Nathan Sweeney felt Crank 
Hill would benefit from a stiffer track.

Monday proved to Buckler that he is not 
quite the Cheltenham horse he thought. 
Looking for his maiden victory he finished 
third behind two horses; joint favourites * 
Alderluck and Fruity O’Rooney in the * 
Class 3 Timeform Jury Novices’ Chase over 
3 % miles; both who are rated 261b higher 
in the handicap. 

“He ran a super race and the handicapper * 
got it virtually spot on. Assuming a length 
for every pound, and with no chance of 
catching the first two whilst in no danger of 
losing third, Nathan (Sweeney) quite rightly 
hacked up on him to finish 33 lengths • 
down. 

“He ran up to form, although he did jump 
a bit high and slow at some of the fences, *

Things 
looking 
bleak for 
Wildcats 


WEYMOUTH Wildcats hopes of resurrecting speedway, 
certainly at their current home in Radipole Lane, look 
bleak after West Dorset District Council (WDDC) con¬ 
firmed that any application for a change of use for the 
land surrounding the Bob Lucas Stadium, home of Wey¬ 
mouth Football Club would be ‘judged on its merits’. 

This is a severe blow to Harold Doonan, a former spon¬ 
sor of the Wildcats, who is spearheading a five-man con¬ 
sortium to save speedway in the town. 

Mr Doonan was buoyed earlier in the week on check¬ 
ing with WDDC that the land around the Wessex Race¬ 
way was designated for sporting use only, but subsequent 
enquiries suggest that should any planning application 
be received for alternative use, then it would be consid¬ 
ered. 

Landowners Wessex Delivery Partnership (WDP) in¬ 
sist there are no plans at present to lease it out for “mo- 
torsport activities”, which rules out the immediate return 
of the Wildcats to the track this season, and the need to 
look for alternative premises. 

The statement has a bearing also on the future of the 
football club, as WDP are part owned by Morgan Sin- 
dall, who acquired ownership of the land when Malcolm 
Curtis, who is part of WDP took over as chairman of 
Weymouth FC in 2008. 

The fear is the land including Wessex Raceway could 
be earmarked for development.
